McKinley Memorial at Canton Will 
Cost Nearly $500,000. 
New York. Nov. 23.—The national 
trustees of the McKinley Memorial 
association, who have in their charge 
the erection of the McKinley monu­ 
ment in Canton, O., met here and 
viewed the design presented by ! ie 
official 
architect, H 
VanBuren 
Mo 
Gonigle. 
The drawings are said to show a 
massive structure unlike either the 
Grant monument in New 5 ork or th<' 
Garfield monument in CltVPiand. 
Its 
situation on the top of a hill renders 
a beautiful approach possible and the 
opportunities offered gave the archi­ 
tect an idea which it is said would 
require more money than the trus­ 
tees have in hand. 
They have now 
about $550,000 and need about $50,000 
more to carry out the plans.

an Address to Fashionable 


W ashington Audience. 


PRESENTS THE REV.MR.WACNER 


Praises Teachings of French Preacher 


and Applies Them to American Con­ 


ditions—Arrogance 
of 
Rich 
and 


Envy of Poor Equally Wrong. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
23. 
President 
Roosevelt introduced the Rev. Charles 
Wagner, the author, to a largo audi­ 
ence at the Lafayette opera house, 
where, under 
the 
auspices of the 
Young Men’s 
Christian 
association, 
the Rev. Mr. Wagner delivered a lec­ 
ture *>n "Tiie Simple Life," given un­ 
der the patronage of a number of 
well-known officiai and society peo­ 
ple. 
The 
president 
presented 
Mr. 
Wagner to the audience in the follow­ 
ing words: 


The Rev. Chart«* Wagner, Author of "Th* 
(Simple Life." 
This is the flret, and will be the 
only time during my presidency, that 
I shall introduce a speaker to an au 
dience; and I am more than glad to 
do it in this instance, because if there 
is one book which I should like to 
have read by all our people it is "The 
Simple Life," written by Mr. Wag 
ner. 
There are other books which he 
has written from which we can gain 
great good, but I know of no other 
book written of recent years any 
where, which contains so much that 
we of America ought to take to our 
hearts. 
I like the book beenuse It does not 
merely preach to the rich, and does 
not merely preach to the poor. 
It is 
a very easy thing to address a see 
tlon of tiie community in reprobation 
of tile forms of vice to which it is 
not prone. 
What we need to have im­ 
pressed upon us is that It is not usm 1 
ly the root principle of the vice that 
varies with variation in social con­ 
ditions, but that It is the manifesta­ 
tion of the vice that varies. 
Perils of Republics. 
Mr. Wagner lias well brought out 
the great fundamental truth that the 
brutal arrogance of a rich man who 
looks down upon a poor man because 
lit* is poor, and the brutal envy and 
hatred felt by a poor man toward* a 
rich man merely because he is rich, 
are at bottom twin manifestations of 
the aame vice. 
They are «imply dif 
ferent sides of the same shield 
The 
arrogance that looks down in tiie one 
case, the envy that hates In the other, 
are really exhibitions of the same 
mean, base, and unlovely spirit which 
happens In one case to be in different 
surroundings from what it is in the 
other case. 
The kind of man who 
would be arrogant iu one case is pre 
cisely the kind of muii who would be 
envious and filled with hatred in the 
other. 
The ideal should he the just, 
the generous, th- broad minded man, 
who is as incapable of arrogance if 
rich, as he is of malignant envy and 
hatred, if poor. 
No republic can permanently exist 
when it becomes a republic of class 
es; where tiie man feels not the in 
tereat of the whole people, but the In­ 
terest of tiie particular class to which 
i,e belongs, or fancies that he belongs, 
as being of prime Importance, 
in an­ 
tiquity republics failed because they 
tended to heroine either a republic of 
the few who exploited tiie many, or 
a republic of the many who plundered 
the few, and In either case the end of 
the republic was Inevitable; just as 
much so in one case as in the other, 
and no more so in one caae than in 
the other. 
Must Live Up to Principles. 
We can keep this republic true to 
the principles of those who founded, 
and of those who afterwards 
pre 
served it, we cun keep it a republic 
at all, only by remembering that we 
must live up to the theory of its 
founders, to the theory of treating 
each man on his worth as a man, 
neither holding It fur nor against him 
that be occupies any partlcualr sta­ 
tion in life so long as he does his 
duty fairly and well by his fellow and 
by the nation as a whole. 
Now a word with special reference 
to his address to this audience, to the 
Young Men's Christian association: 
The profound regard which I have al- 
f/aya felt for those responsible for the 
work of the Young Men’s Christian 
associations and the Young Women's 
Christian «“sociations, is largely he 
cause they have striven to realize the 
idea! of adheranr* to the text which 
reads, "Be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only." 
If you here today 
cam - here only with the Idea of pass­ 
ing a pleasant afternoon and then go 
home and do not actually practice 
somewhat of what Mr. Wagner preach­ 
es arid practices, then small will be 
the use of your coming 
It is riot of the slightest use to hear 
the word If you do not try to put It 
Into effect afterwards. 
The Young 
Men’s Christian associations have ac­ 
complished so much because those 
who have managed them have tried 
practically to do their part In bring­ 
ing about what Is expressed in the 
phrase "The Fatherhood of God and 
the Brotherhood of Men.” 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt 
entertained 
the 
member« of the cabinet and their 
lkinlliea and a few friends at a lec­ 
ture by the Rev. Mr. Wagner.
